1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed March 15, 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. (Japanese Patent Documents 
4-338723 and 10096A were not considered, because no copy was found in this case or 
the parent cases; the non-patent literature was not found either.) The other literature 
was considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims.
